frelght pald on lumber coming into
Chicago was less than 33 per thou-

have traversed greater and great-
er distances, and the average frolght
bill pald by the Chleago distribu-
tor has steadily risen to move more
than $12 per thousand feot

Iy between 4,000,000,000 gnd 5,000,-
000,000 feet of timber In furniture
factories, sash and door mills, factor-
fes, manufacturing agrioultural jm-
ploments, wood-turning establish-
ments and othor wood-using Indus-
tries. Bawmills are excluded from
this estimate, also the requirements
